Conceded little chance 
to 
win, 
with a poor record of gam es

and lost d u ring the season, th e lo­ 
cals went into the to u rn am e n t w ith 
a now or never spirit, and d u ring 
the short period of th a t th rillin g 
gam e changed th a t phrase to “ now 
and ever.” 
The h u n d red s of fans 
who w ent by bus, train , car. horse, 
bicycle, skis and snowshoes to back 
the team will never forget the thrill 
th a t w ent th ro u g h them as H arbo of 
Pine River lifted his gun and pulled 
the trigger to signalize th e end of 
the game, w ith B rainerd a good five 
points in th e lead. 
And th e same 
several hundreds as they swarm ed 
out on the floor will not forget the 
looks on the faces of th e players as 
they alm ost wilted into th e arm s of 
the fans, so happy they alm ost cried, 
as the hopes of several years came 
to a joyful climax. 
The story of the gam e is the story 
of eight men and their coach, with 
plenty of determ ination. Every man 
had a big share in th e w inning of 
th e cham pionship, even th e two sub­ 
stitu tes who did not happen to get 
into th a t p articu la r game. A quiet

TUTIONAL MEASURE AND

drew J. Volstead, male parent of the 
prohibition law, took to the debate 
platform 
yesterday 
and 
defended 
his “ child.” 
Volstead was greeted w ith derisive 
la u g h ter m any tim es 
d u rin g 
hts 
talk, but 
before the m eeting was 
over 
his 
audience 
tendered 
him 
rounds of applause. 
“T he prohibition law is co n stitu ­ 
tional," declared Volstead in re b u t­ 
tal to his opponent. “It has been 
argued before the 
suprem e 
court 
m any tim es and by 
atto rn ey s 
as 
famous as Elihu Root. 
It has been 
found co n stitu tio n al.” 
In answ er to th e oft-repeated as­ 
sertion th a t the dry law was passed 
while the ablest men were in the 
arm y, Volstead said: 
“T he law was 
passed before a single A m erican sol­ 
dier was in the field. 
F u rth erm o re 
30 states already had prohibition at 
th a t tim e.” 
Tho speaker in conclusion quoted 
H enry Ford, H erbert Hoover, Ju d g e 
Gary and other fam ous citizens 
to 
prove th at the co u n try had gained 
financially under th e present p ro h i­ 
bitive law.

NOT LIKELY GERMANY WILL BE 
ELECTED TO COUNCIL BE­ 
FORE END OF WEEK 


By HENRY WOOD

Geneva, March 8. — Selection of 
G erm any to the League of Nations 
and to council membership on the 
condition th at she would not there­ 
after vote the candidacies of Spain, 
Poland or Brazil, is the solution of 
the League crisis under considera­ 
tion today, 


The League assembly convened at 
3 P. M. 


It is not likely, however, that Ger­ 
many w ill be elected to the council 
before the end of the week, unless 
the French cabinet crisis is solved 
immediately. 


The League assembly is yet to be 
heard from, but its majority con­ 
sent to Increase of the council mem­ 
bership is essential and there are 
good reasons to believe that the as­ 
sembly would oppose the 
election 
of others than Germany for fear that 
the council might become so repre­ 
sentative as to overshadow the im­ 
portance of the assembly. 


No League m eeting since the first 
one in 
1919 has attracted the at­ 
tention and attendance of this one. 
Germany's entry into the League ad­ 
m ittedly would be the most Import­ 
ant event in the League's 
history 
and since the developm ent of 
so 
many com plications in what appear­ 
ed to be a rather sim ple process, in­ 
terest and im portance are trebled. 
Never before has the assembly met 
in 
special 
session, 
although 
the 
council frequently has been called 
to act in such circum stances. 
Viscount Ishii of Japan, president 
of the League council, presided over 
the momentous first m eeting today 
when the councillors 
gathered 
to 
arran g e the agenda of their deliber­ 
ations, 
Although G erm any’s seats had al­ 
ready been prepared for her In the 
assembly, the G erm an delegates did 
not attend the opening session. They 
remained ut their hotel nearby. 
Final vote on Germany’s admis­ 
sion to the League is not likely be­ 
fore Thursday. 
The Latin Am erican bloc caucused 
with the Bpanish delegates and de­ 
cided to support Augusto Da Costa, 
former 
premier 
of 
Portugal, 
for 
president of the assembly. 
I)a Costa was elected president of 
the council. 
Following his election by 24 votes 
to 12, the assembly 
appointed

commission to pass upon Germany's 
qualifications for membership.

Gasoline and Wheat 


No other two commodities have a more in­ 
timate t>earing on the affairs of man than gaso­ 
line and wheat. 
A brief study of their price relationship will 
prove interesting.

any good cow can give milk right up 
to the day her calf is horn hut it is 
a better and more profitable practice 
to dry lier up several weeks before 
this. 
This rest that the cow gels be­ 
fore her calf comes enables bor to 
produce much more milk after freshen­ 
in g ‘and pills her in a good strong con 
Hit ion lo withstand the strain of a 
heavy milking period without so milch 
danger of sickness and weakening of 
lier constitutional vigor. 
Continuous 
milking up to freshening time un­ 
doubtedly tends to redu<e a cow’s pro­ 
ductive life. 
Generally if pays bi dry 
up a e-w from six to ten weeks before 
her calf is expected to lie horn. 
Some heavy producing cows an* no* 
easy to dry up. 
But it is always pos­ 
sible to dry a cow up within a period 
of from two to three weeks by cutting 
down on the amount of grata or meal 
feed and green feed and by milking 
her less frequent**.<H»d by failing to 
remove all the milk from her miller. 
Do this gradually and get the milk­ 
ings farther and farther apart until 
she is giving only a quart or two of 
milk daily. 
As soon us a cow is dry she ‘■-honId 
hr* given all the rough feeds she needs 
to get her in good sappy condition be­ 
fore calving. 
It is not necessary or 
advisable to feet! u dry cow heavily 
on grain or meal feeds. 
A cow should 
Vie fat hut not overly fat when hor 
calf comes. 
Do not let a cow go unbred too long 
after calving. 
It does not pay. 
It I- 
recommended that a cow ho brod be­ 
tween one and four months after calv­ 
ing. 
Failure to breed a cow promptly 
results in financial loss and in some 
cases long-delayed brooding is thought 
to result in tho cow’s becoming bar­ 
ren.—F. JF Edward.-;, Animal Husband­ 
man, Georgia Experiment.

More and more it appears to be certain that the 
controversy started between the major leagues over the rule restoring the 
privilege of using resin on a pitcher’s hand is a political controversy over a 
minor issue 
The National league made the suggestion that interest in the game could 
be stimulated if hitting could be decreased and proposed the amendment of 
the freak pitching rule to permit pitchers to use resin on their hands. 
* The American league immediately opposed the change in the rule and 
the National league made a light out of it which was won in joint session 
when Commissioner Landis voted with the National league magnates. 
The American league refused to be licked and followed the rather radi­ 
cal procedure of voting the second time agaiust the rule and announcing that 
American league pitchers could not use resin in helping them to control the 
ball. 
The National league then charged that their rival magnates were not op­ 
posed so much to the resin rule as they were to the commissioner and that 
the issue had been raised merely to take an indirect slap at the commissioner. 
They maintain that if the American league club owners didn’t want pitch­ 
ers rubbing their hands with resin in public view they did not have to shout 
before the whole world that Landis and the National league were wrong. 
There are known to be such things as gentlemanly agreements among 
the baseball people and the American leaguers might have passed the word 
to managers that resin couldn’t be used in their league. 
The whole controversy seems silly and it causes one to wonder why

Ellwood’s Sociology 
and 
Modern Social Problems, Parmelee's 
Criminology and 
Chn pion'n 
Social 
Evolution. 
“Some of the sentences in 
t h e s e 
text books are the most sacrilegious 
and scornful that I have ever seen 
in print.” declared Dr. Riley. 
“When I have gone to the campus 
of our state university 
for 
those 
‘free fights’ planned by the Liberal 
club, I have listened lo an in tensity 
of hatred against the Bible and the 
Name of God anti to opinions that 
might easily be interpreted as rebel 
lion against 
the government, such 
as I have never heard from the lips 
of any company of men outside.” 
Dr. Riley said of Ross’ Sociology: 
“It was in use at the university a 
year ago. 
I do not know if it is 
now, but if it is, I ani promising you 
they will change that book before 
next year.” 
Four-fifths of the residents of tin* 
state belong to religious denomina­ 
tions which had taken stands against 
evolution, yet they are taxed to sup­ 
port a university, unworthy of their 
patronage.
